LETTER FROM FRANKFORT. 

Fbaskfoet, August 31, 1801. 
Messsf. Uabskt, Huoau A Co.: 

OeniltTtitn : There are as yet but few 
members here; scarcely as many of them as 
there are of those self-sacrificisg gentlemen 
who, for the sake of saving their State, and 
of contributing their mite for the prosperity 
of their beloved Commonwealth, are willing 
to take some small office with large pecuni- 
ary returns. They appear — and I can speak 
for one certainly — as if they would be will- 
ing to do almost nothing for the sake of a 
little impeouniosity. 

There are, as far as I can understand, 
about thirty members here and seventy odd 
applicants for crumbs. 

There is considerable discussion among 
the members as to who shall be the Speaker, 
both of the House and of the Senate. 

The names of Rudd, LaRue, Pennebaker, 
of Jefferson, and Henry D. McHenry, are 
mentioned in connection with the Presi- 
dency of the Senate, while knowing ones 
seem to hint that the name has not yet 
been mentioned. It is the opinion of some 
that these knowing ones allude to Judge 
Robinson. But I scarcely know how that 
will be, as the contest for Speaker of the 
Lower House seems to be between John B. 
Huston and R. A. Buckner, who are from 
the same part of the State. However, it is 
impossible, in speaking of these positions 
and the chances of the several gentlemen 
whose names are mentioned in conneetion 
with them, to do more than surmise. When 
the rest of the members arrive, the whole 
aspect of affairs may ]>e changed. 

There has been some considerable excite- 
ment here in reference to the killing of 
that man near Cynthiana by a party of 
UwlesB and unscrupuloas men.

Whether it is the county itself that is 
going to perform these wonders or the peo- 
ple thereof I have not yet learned. This 
is unquestionably too absurd to even dream 
of. And it is the opinion of some that it is 
the sharp trick of an applicant to frighten 
some timid office-seeker off; if so, let the 
perpetrator receive my — blessing.

Telegraphic News. | 

Washisotok, August 30 — Times' Corres- 
pondence — This morning the rebels made a 
demonstration in force, with three pieces of 
artillery, against our pickets stationed at 
Fall’s cross roads. After retiring a short 
distance, our troops returned the fire, and 
finally compelled the enemy to retire, when 
they resumed the possession of their former 
position. 

One private of the Michigan regiment 
was slightly wounded. 

Military authorities think the present 
movemen.'s of the rebels have no signifi 
canoe except to keep their men actively 
employed to prevent the demoralization and 
di.s'ilution of their army, until they are 
prepared for a good movement, or one is 
made against them. 

Captain Whipple, one of the Engineers 
who accompanied Mr. Lowe on his mrial 
recoDDoieance yesterday, says they observed 
nearly 1,000 men at work, throwing up 
enirencbments on Manean’s hill, between 
Falls’ Church and Fairfax, a distance of 
seven miles. 

They concluded the enemy must be in 
large force. 

The State Department will not issue 
passes to any body to pass from loyal into 
rebel States. Since the passage through 
was stopped, the demand for passes has 
been very large. Most of the applicants 
are women who have been living at the 
North. 

The general order issued by Adjutant 
Oenerr.l Thomas, calling attention to the 
57tli article of the act called “for the 
government of the armies of the United 
States,” has a more sweeping application 
than is generally supposed. It is intended 
to apply to all persons, both in and out of 
the army, and to newspapers here and else- 
where throughout the North. Under it, it 
is intended to prohibit the publication of 
movements connected with the raising of 
troops, the preparation of munitions of 
war, the irausportation cf men, and the 
fitting out of vessels. 

Mr. Bates left Washington this morning, 
for St. Louis. In his absence, Titian L. 
CofTy has bten commissioned as Attorney 
General. 

Ktw Fork World's Correspondence — A 
number of leading financiers, including the 
Presidents of some of the New York banks, 
are now in the city urging upon the President 
certain changes in the conduct of the war. 
They propose that the Government ehaii 
attempt to force the rebels to abandon their 
threatened attack upon Washington by 
making counter attacks upon various points 
in the South. 

The Secretary of the Treasury is gratified 
to know that the success of the national loan 
does not depend upon bank oorporations. 
but that the people alone are able and 
willing to subscribe all the money that is 
needed. It will satisfy the publio and 
increase public confidence in the Govern- 
ment to state that the Attorney General has 
decided that the loan is not taxable either 
by State or local authorities. 

Senator Wade, of Ohio, before leaving 
Washington, was authorize 1 by the Govern 
ment to raise a regiment of cavalry and a 
battery of artillery for the war. 

A special to the N. Y. Tribune says: A 
letter from St. Louis states that there is no 
doubt that the rebels intended and expected 
to be in full possession of St. Louis before 
now, and that August 20th was the time 
fixed upon for iheaotive co operation of the 
Secessionists in that city. Nothing could 
have prevented the plot from succeeding if 
they had been victorious at Springfield. 
Gen. Lyon, knowing this, sacrificea himself, 
and saved the city a second time by his 
victory, for such it was in fact. Our friends 
have gained time, and are safe. 

Advices received at the War Department 
confirm the report that the Kiowas and 
Camanches, from whom Government last 
year withheld their annual presents on ac 
count of previous rascalities, have united 
their fortunes with the Southern Confeder. 
acy. The principal rendezvous of the tribes 
is near Fort Bent. 

Special to the New York Herald — It is 
estimated by men entitled to know, that 
there are 7o,000of the rebel army between 
Harper’s Ferry aud Edward’s Ferry, await- 
ing an opportunity to force a crossiag into 
Maryland, and are willing to take the 
chances then of an insurrection of the mal- 
contents that will enable them to transfer 
the confiiot to that State, and place Wash- 
ington between two rebel armies. In the 
meantime, hundreds of Maryland Seces- 
sionists are gathering upon the Eastern 
shore, for the purpose of carrying out the 
programme of cutting eff direct oommuni- 
cauon between Philadelphia and Baltimore, 
simuliaceously with the passage of the reb 
els across the Potomac. 

At the little town of Easton, in Talbott 
county, these arrivals have amounted to as 
many as 60 per day. 

The rebels are in such a condition that 
they are compelled to either attempt lo ad- 
vance cr to retire from the Potomac. The 
resources of this region are exhausted, and 
they cannot much longer subsist their 
immense force on the Virginia side ef the 
Potomac They must either avail them- 
selves of the riches of the splendid agricul- 
tural district of Western Maryland, or fall 
back at least upon the Rappahannock. 
Their disposition will make lively times 
along the Potomac in a few days, or per- 
haps in a few hours. 

St Louis, August 31. — The following 
proclamation was issued this morning: 

HEADqUABTBRS WbSTEEN DEPARTMENT, "I 
St. Louie, Mo., Aug. 30, 1861. / 

Circumstances in my judgment of suffi- 
cient urgency render it necessary that the 
Commanding General of this Department 
should assume the administrative powers of 
the State. 

Its disorganized condition, the helpless- 
ness of the civil authority, and the devasta- 
tion of property, by bands of murderers 
and marauders who infect nearly every 
county in the State, and avail themselves of 
the public misfortuces and the vicinity of a 
hostile force, to gratify private and neigh- 
borhood vengeance, and who find an enemy 
wherever they find plunder, finally demand 
the severest measures to repress the daily 
increasing crimes and outrages which are 
driving off iha inhabitants and ruining the 
State. j 

In this condition the publio safety and 
the success of our arms require unity of 
purpose without let or hindrance, to the 
prompt administration of affairs. In order 
therefore to suppress disorder, to maintain 
as far as praotioaole the publio peace, 
and to give security and protection to 
the persons and properly of loyal oiti. 
zena, I do hereby extend and declare es- 
tablished martikl law throughout the 
State of Missouri and the lines of the army 
of ocenpation in this State are for the pres 
ent declared to extend from Leavenworth, 
^7 ^*7 tit® ports of Jefferson City, 
RoUa and Ironton to Cape Girardeau on 
the Mississippi river. All persons who 
shall be Uken with arms in their hands 
within these lines, shall be tried by court 
martial, and if found guilty will be ehot. 



The property, real and persoBsl, of all 
persons in the State of Missouri who shall 
take up arms against the United Stales, or 
who shall be directly proven to have taken 
active pan with their enemies in the field, 
is declared to be confiscated to (he publio 
use, and their slaves, if any they have, are 
declared free men. All persons who shall 
be proven to have destroyed, after the 
publication of this order, railroad tracks, 
bridges, or telegraphs, shall suffer the ex- 
treme penalty of this law. All persons 
engaged in treasonable correspondence; in 
giving or procuring aid to the enemies of 
the United States; in fomenting tumult; in 
disturbing the public tranquility, by crea- 
ting and circolating false reports or incen- 
diary documents, are in their own interest 
warned that they are exposing themselves 
to sadden and severe punishment. All per- 
sons who have been led away from their 
allegiance are required to return forthwith 
to their homes. Any such absent without 
sufficient cause will be held to be presump- 
tive evidence against them, and the object 
of this declaration is to place in the hands 
of the military authorities the power to 
give effect to existing laws, and to supply 
such deficiencies as the oohditions of war 
demand, but it is not intended to 
suspend the ordinary tribnnals of the 
country when the laws will be administeTed 
by the civil officers, in the usual manner, 
and with their customary authority, while 
the same can be peaceably exercised. The 
commanding General will labor vigilantly 
for the publio welfare, and in his efforte for 
their safety, hopes to obtain not only the 
acquieECSEce but the active support of the 
people of the country.

Ft. Monroe, August 30. — The gunboat 
Iroquoi*-, from the blockade of Savannah, 
arrived last evening She reports having 
heard heavy cannonading eff Hatteras inlet, 
and also spoke a brig which had met the 
Federal fleet. We have no other intelli- 
gence of the expedition. 

One of the Confederate prisoners retained 
for soipe days at old Point, expressed the 
opinion that the Federal vessels would be 
blown up by submarine batteries, which 
Lieut Maury has placed in Hatteras Inlet 
and other asBailable points on the Carolina 
coast. 

Since the quarrel between the Alabama 
and Virginia troops, at Yorktown, which 
resulted in the killing of 8 men, the Vir- 
ginia regiments have been transferred to 
Norfolk. The Alabamians accused the 
latter of cowardice. 

This morning a small Secession tug, 
mounted with a rifled brass cannon, ran out 
from Norfolk, to within two and a half miles 
of Newport News. 

She fired twenty-three shots at ihe United 
State frigate Savannah. No person was 
injured. 

The tug was in range of but two of the 
Savannah’s guns, and Sawyer’s rifled can- 
non on shore; when they were brought to 
bear on her, she ran down towards Old 
Point, and fired two ehells, one cf which 
exploded near the Seminole, and the other 
close to the Rip Raps. The fire was returned, 
whereupon she retreated behind Sewall’s 
Point. 

Rolla, Mo., August 30 . — Correspondence 
of the St. Louis Domocrat . — Parlies from 
Springfield report that a skirmish had 
taken place in Nernon county, east of Fort 
Scott, between Colonel Montgomery, of the 
Kansas forces, and the rebel troops under 
Rains. Reinforcements had been sent to 
Rains from Springfield. 

Six thousand rebels were encamped at 
Port du Spring; another encampment of 
over five thousand was at a spring south of 
the Fayetteville road. There were, also 
encampments near Springfield. 

Gen. McBride, with 1,000 men, passed 
through Dade county last week in a south- 
west direction, and 1,000 were in Dade 
county devastating the county. Every 
vestige of property belonging to Union men 
in Green county has been seized. 

WASHiNoros, August 31 — It seems cer. 
tain that the administration at present, has 
no intention whatever to avail itself of the 
permission sanctioned by Congress for the 
collection of duties on shipboard, or to the 
entire closing of ports which on the land 
side are in possession of the insurrectionary 
authorities. Our Government will rely on 
the existence and efficiency of its blockade 
for a sufficient answer to any reclamation 
which may be made by foreign governmeu'.s 
in regar.i to their maratine rights. 

The Inte'ligencer of to day contains an 
article to the above effect, and this tele 
graphic agency has such authentic informa- 
tion as warrants the expression of the 
correctness of the above. 

Claeksbubq, Va., August 30. — Special to 
the Cincinnati Gazette — Official advices show 
that the affair at Cross Lanes was a mere 
skirmish. Col. Tyler, with one division of 
his regiment, was surprised by a strong 
rebel force, and fell back under orders, but 
rather fast. The enemy had got between 
him and the other division of his regiment, 
under Msjor Casement. Both divisions 
escaped with 15 reported killed. 

A picket skirmish occurred ten miles be 
low Huttonsville, yesterday. The rebels 
retreated with 5 killed. Our loss was 1. 

Sr. Louis, August 81. — Provost Marshal 
McKenstry, has issued orders, peremptori- 
ally forbidding any person passing beyond 
the limits of ihier county, without a special 
permit from him; and all railroads, 
ateanboata, ferries, and other agents 
are prohibited from selling tickets to any 
not holding a pass from the Provost Mar- 
shal. This order is aimed espeoially to 
reach parties leaving the city for the pur- 
pose of communicating information to* the 
enemy. 

Washington, August 31.— A special to 
the Post says: All the regmlar correspon- 

dents of loyal newspapers are now granted 
passes to cross (he Potomac, the temporary 
restrictions having been removed.* 

The Government is using thenew Treasury 
notes in part payment of the clerks in the 
Department. 

Advices received from Western Virginia 
state that the loyal men of that region are 
rapidly enlisting in the volunteer service. 

A Union meeting has just been held in 

Alexandria, Va. 

New York, August 31.— lavid L. Stone, 
long the Commercial editor, and W. C 
Prime having succeeded to the interest of 
Gen. Ilaileck in the Journal of Commerce, 
will, in connection with Messrs. W. H 
Halicck and. 1^ m. A. Hale, hereafter con- 
duct the paper. The Government has re- 
moved the interdict against the circulation 
of the Journal of Commerce over the mail 
and express routes of the United States. 

Philadelphia, August 31.— The remaine 
of General Lyon passed through this city at 
8 o’clock this morning, escorted by the 
military to the Trenton Depot. The flags of 
the city are at half mast, numbers crowded 
the Btreets through which the prooession 
paseed.
